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California Stockpiles Civil Defense Medical Supplies 


Jones, Assistant Chief, Supply Services Branch, Division Medical and Health Services (Civil Defense) 


The California State Office Civil Defense now 
final phases its purchases essential 
medical supplies used event atomic attack. 
These supplies will stockpiled two primary loca- 
tions. First, they are being placed ‘‘on the spot’’ 
first-aid station sites (in groups approximately 
each) through the State. Second, backing these aid 
stations will 24-hour supply first-aid station 
equipment and material central warehouses. Sup- 
plementing first-aid station supplies, the central ware- 
house will stockpile medical supplies for existing and 
improvised hospitals. 


Financing 


California one the first states receive fed- 
eral funds for this program. These states are consid- 
ered target areas,’’ and have therefore been 
given first consideration. total $5,167,000 was 
made available for medical supply procurement 
California. this, $4,000,000 represents federal-state 
funds. The remainder, $1,167,000, was ear- 
marked for state purchase without matching require- 

The bulk material for the medical services, pro- 
cured with matched funds, being obtained through 
the Armed Services Medical Procurement Agency, 
Brooklyn, New York. This agency consolidating 
requisitions from the various states, with quantity 
purchases expected bring about considerable sav- 
ings, 

The materials being procured for California’s 683 
aid stations will received bulk, but will divided 
among individual first-aid station units. Two ware- 
houses have been obtained the State California— 


one located Sacramento and the second located 
Pomona—from which supplies will distributed.

Distribution Plan 
Unit distribution will not exhaust total supplies for 
the reason that sufficient material for the 24-hour 
backup will packaged and retained the ware- 
houses. This procedure was decided upon anticipa- 
tion that Federal Civil Defense Administration sup- 
plies—scheduled for distribution four six hours 
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after attack—might not immediately available 
emergency. Also held the warehouse points will 
basic medical supplies and material, for use sup- 
plementing the surgical equipment and dressings 
existing hospitals and for establishing improvised hos- 
pitals prior arrival federal supplies. 


Types Supplies 


California’s medical supplies fall several cate- 
gories. Basic first-aid items, shown Table 4.36 
the federal publication, Health Services and Special 
Weapons Defense’’ (AG-11-1), represent the major 
equipment for all first-aid stations. 

Included these stocks will such items emer- 
gency surgical instruments and surgical equipment; 
bandages, including gauze and muslin bandages; spe- 
cial burn dressings two sizes; emergency first-aid 
dressings; hypodermic needles and syringes; certain 
sedatives, not including morphine; surgical sponges; 
sutures; emergency medical tags, second ‘cate- 
gory will include sizable supply such 
aureomycin hydrochloride, chloramphenicol, strep- 
tomycin, terramycin hydrochloride, and procaine 
penicillin aqueous. Penicillin and streptomycin will 
stored the first-aid stations with backup reserve lo- 
the central warehouses. Aureomycin, chlor- 
amphenicol and terramycin will held for existing 
and improvised hospital supply, since contem- 
plated that such use will come after the immediate 
emergency period. third major item the medical 
supply lyophilized normal human plasma. 


Blood and Plasma 


Original estimates submitted the California State 
Legislature assumed the need for minimum 86,000 
units plasma. date, 38,606 units 500 each, 
complete with diluent and administration sets, have 
been requisitioned through the Federal Civil Defense 
Administration. Distribution the plasma will place 
not less than 100 units plasma each aid station, 
the balance stored the central warehouses 
reserve. 

estimated one-week supply bleeding units, 
consisting bleeding bottles, donor and recipient sets, 
plus necessary typing sera have also been requisitioned. 


Blood Typing 


Tentative plans for the blood procurement program 
envisage selective blood typing programs throughout 
various controlled populations the State and the es- 
tablishment Type donor rosters. example, 
typical town may provide tentative donor list 
2,500 blood donors. Enough bleeding units will then 
stockpiled this area for immediate use event 


California institutions will participate 
within their own controlled population similar 
and stockpiling, the institution, bleeding 
for immediate use.

Control the Environment 


1943 drive against the discharge raw sew- 
waters the State has brought about state- 
wide construction program for modern sewage disposal 
systems costing $250,000,000. Most this work has 
been completed. The number major sewage 
plants deveioped started the first three 
years this decade was more than half the number 
completed the previous years. 
Financial communities for this kind 
struction was authorized under the Construction and 
Employment Act 1946. This law includes provision 
that the State Department Public Health declare 
the reasonable adequacy local sewage disposal 
before city can secure funds under the act for other 
projects; thus state funds are deliberately directed 
where necessary toward sewer system construction. 

1949 new Water Pollution Act abolished the 
former requirement that permits for waste disposal 
obtained from the State Department 
Health. state board and nine regional boards were 
established administer program for water pollution 
control. However, the state and local health depart- 
ments retain power control water contamination 
which constitutes ‘‘an actual hazard public health 
through poisoning through the spread 
Furthermore, the Bureau Sanitary Engineering con- 
tinues give service local questions 
waste disposal, and serves the pollution control boards 
expert adviser problems and projects. 

Under amendments the Health and Safety Code 
which were adopted 1949 all water suppliers 
California are required operate under permits ap- 
the State Board Public Health. The Bu- 
Sanitary Engineering investigates applicants 
and makes permit recommendations the board. 
Bureau staff have worked diligently with local health 
departments and water works officials out this 
program with minimum government con- 
while assuring the delivery safe and potable 


water the consumer. The permit system covers flu- 
oridation public water supplies, soon begin 
California. 

The total program the department control dis- 
eases transmitted arthropods man was modern- 
ized and improved with the establishment the Bu- 
reau Vector Control 1946. California’s position 
international commerce and travel makes particu- 
larly important that the people this State pro- 
tected from the insect diseases more preva- 
lent other parts the but its own geography 
and economy—particularly the extent irrigation 
agriculture—contribute indigenous mosquito prob- 
lem constant concern. 

Since 1943, both the money spent for mosquito con- 
trol and the area this State covered full-time con- 
trol programs have been quadrupled. Directing its 
main effort toward the control mosquitoes which 
bear the organisms malaria and encephalitis, this 
state-wide work carried locally with both 
sultive and financial assistance from the State Depart- 
ment Public Health. 

Present activities the Bureau Vector Control 
fall within the general categories vector- 
borne disease surveys, special studies, serv- 
ices, training programs and control demonstrations. 
Direct control action taken the event actual 

unique study the flight range Aedes nigro- 
maculis mosquitoes was conducted during the past fis- 
eal year, which, for the first time known, larval mos- 
quitoes were ‘‘tagged’’ with radioactive chemical 
enable identification the dispersed mature insects. 

1947 Restaurant Sanitation Law was en- 
acted that modernized important field public 
health activity which had been legislatively dormant 
since 1909. The Bureau Sanitary Engineering has 
principal departmental responsibility for consultive 
serviee local health departments with respect 
restaurant sanitation, and with its help the level 
sanitary food preparation and handling throughout 
California has notably risen the past few years. 

California’s protection has been continuously 
strengthened against consumption impure, unsafe, 
mislabeled and otherwise unfit foods and drugs. World 
War emphasized quantity production which was 
often achieved the expense qualitative factors. 
The Bureau Food and Drug Inspections attacked 
the patent evils this situation intensifying en- 
existing laws, sponsoring new legis- 
lation and regulations, and consultation Califor- 
nia food and drug producers and distributors.

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New revised laws adopted since 1943 control the 
sale horse meat, the content hamburger, use 
mineral oil substitute for nutritious oils food 
products, use harmful chemicals preservatives, 
manufacture egg products, cold storage, the sale 
dangerous drugs, and the sanitary conditions under 
which foods and drugs are manufactured and mar- 
keted. 

raise the standards sanitation work carried 
generally local health departments this State, the 
Legislature required that after January 1946, all 
sanitarians employed health departments must 
registered with the State Department Public 
Health. Qualifications set for registered sanitarian 
now assure that these personnel will fully trained 
for modern public health needs their field. 


Hospital Facilities 


War and the decade’s unprecedented population in- 
confronted California with critical shortage 
hospital beds and facilities all types—in almost all 
places. 1946, the federal Hospital Survey and Con- 
struction Act stimulated searching analysis state- 
wide needs for specific types hospital and health 
center facilities. This detailed survey was followed 
the welcome start federal-state financial aid com- 
munities for hospital construction. 

Since 1947 federal state matching funds, com- 
bination both, have helped communities build 
hospital and eight health center projects. The hos- 
pitals provide nearly 2,000 new beds. carefully de- 
vised priority system for allocations has given prefer- 
ence rural areas California where hospital facili- 
ties not exist, are very inadequate, are practically 
inaccessible many people. 

For 1950-51, federal allocations for the Cali- 
fornia hospital construction program amounted 
$2,905,905 with $5,147,909 the previous 
year. Nine construction projects were approved for 
assistance. take care all applications for aid now 
file with the department would require participa- 
tion more than $100,000,000 worth construction. 

1945 new legislation provided for the licensing 
and regular inspection hospitals, nursing homes and 
similar institutions California. Bureau Hos- 
pital Inspections and Bureau Hospital Survey 
were set handle the two separate activities en- 
tailed the 1945 and 1946 legislation, but 1948 all 
duties performed connection with inspection, licens- 
ing and construction were amalgamated single 
Bureau Hospitals. 


Public Health Nursing 


More nurses and better trained nurses have long 
been needed California public health work, and the 
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State Department Public Health through its 
Public Health Nursing has sought alleviate 
needs.

Laboratory Service 

1943 the California State Department Public 
Health became the first health department the 
United States establish laboratory services for the 
diagnosis viral and rickettsial diseases such in- 
viral encephalitis, typhus fever and psitta- 
Today’s virus laboratory, part the Division 
Laboratories which has expanded its activities gen- 
erally during the decade, has pioneered the develop- 
methods for the detection viral and rickett- 
diseases. has made special contributions 
fever. The laboratory now represents the entire west- 
United States regional link the world-wide 

chain ‘‘influenza listening posts’’ which operate 
the World Health Organization. Modern medi- 
cine increasingly relies laboratory tests and exam- 
for the diagnosis and control communicable 
Services this State’s Division Labora- 
tories are most often sought the diagnosis vene- 
diseases, enteric diseases, undulant fever, tu- 
laremia, tuberculosis and the viral and rickettsial 
diseases previously mentioned. 

Since 1943 this division has conducted and partly 
financed training program for laboratory technicians 
needed public health and other local laboratories 
throughout the State. This program carried 
cooperation with the University California, but the 
division has encouraged other universities 
and colleges institute similar training courses. 

This division licenses laboratory technicians and 
technologists who work California. State require- 
ments for licensure serve maintain high standards. 


Records and Statistics 


The important responsibilities the department 
Vital registration and morbidity reporting have been 
reviewed and redirected since 1945 order meet 
better the current needs public health programs 
the State. Laws and regulations relating these re- 
sponsibilities have been modernized several sessions 
the Legislature. 

Important statistical studies have been made, since 
the reorientation cited, the fields disease, 
infant mortality, crippled children services, labora- 
tories, communicable disease control, and dental 
health. 

Improvement local statistical and record services 
one the primary objectives the Bureau Ree- 
ords and Statistics. This has been accomplished 
part holding institutes for local registrars and pub- 
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lic health analysts, field consultation, and work 
with study committees the Conference Local 
Health Officers. 

The number public health analysts employed 
local departments public health has appre- 
ciably during the latter part the decade. 


Dental Health 


1948 Bureau Dental Health was added the 
department, and 1949 was given full division 
status. 

Working with schools, community groups, local 
health departments, dental societies and dental teach- 
ing institutions, this division promoting the wider 
use modern preventive and treatment methods 
dentistry and dental health. Under special project, 
postgraduate teaching center has been established 
the College Physicians and Surgeons San Fran- 
give refresher course dentistry for chil- 
dren. Nearly 400 dentists from all parts California 
have now had the benefit the 10-day courses pro- 
vided. 

Mental Health 

1945 the State Legislature authorized the depart- 
ment develop program for the promotion and 
maintenance good mental health among the people 
California. 1946, with assistance the Com- 
monwealth Fund, program was started in- 
mental health principles public health 
practice. the present fiscal year this program be- 
the Mental Health Service within the depart- 
ment’s administrative structure. 

During 1950-51 consultive and educational services 
the field mental health have been carried 
counties and five cities. Most energy directed 
toward local health departments and the stimulation 
community mental health programs. Several cities 
and counties have now become active this field. 
Funds appropriated under the National Mental 
Health Act 1946 have, until this year, been admin- 
istered the State Department Public Health 
California with the cooperation the State Depart- 
ment Mental Hygiene. This relationship between 
the two departments has now been inverted. 


Health Education 


Bureau Health Education was established 
within the Division Administration 1943, with 
two major objectives: help local health departments 
develop community education programs, and assist 
other administrative units the State Health Depart- 
ment incorporate and utilize educational methods 
and materials the total public health program. 
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first importance was the recruitment and train- 
ing staff for local positions, since 1943 only three 
local departments employed public health educators. 
June 30, 1951, there were health educators em- 
ployed local health departments. these special- 
ists, nine received their academic and field training 
stipends granted the department, and others 
received their field training the program supervised 
this bureau cooperation with Schools Public 
Health. 


Services this bureau the department have con- 
tributed the changing emphasis public health 
practice California, which increasingly program 
based education and persuasion contrasted with 
reliance regulation and law enforcement. 


Several Counties Report Prevalence 


Napa, Marin, Sonoma, San Mateo and Madera 
County Health Departments have reported unusual 
number cases illness with syndrome resembling 
mild influenza. Investigation Santa Rosa Sonoma 
County revealed that the peak junior high school 
was reached January 25th when 1,475, 
percent, the student body was absent. This was 
their highest absenteeism years. the same day 
percent the senior high student body was absent, 
and percent the elementary school students. 


Several blood specimens and throat washings were 
obtained Santa Rosa and submitted the Viral and 
Ricksettsial Disease Laboratory the State Depart- 
ment Health, which serves regional 
laboratory for WHO’S Influenza Study Program. 
After the second blood specimens had been taken and 
tested the laboratory reported significant rise 
titre for Influenza Type case from Long Beach 
and one from Tulare County also showed significant 
rise titre for Type 


Congress Obstetrics and Gynecology 


The Fifth American Congress and 
Gynecology will held Cincinnati, Ohio, from 
March 31st April 4th.

Public Health Reports Appears 
New Form 


The first issue Public Health Reports has ap- 
peared its new and highly attractive format. Num- 
ber Volume 67, January, 1952, the first monthly 
issue this venerable publication the Public Health 
Service which has been published weekly since 1878 
under authority act Congress that year. 
Under new authorization law Public Health Re- 
ports now becomes monthly publication. repre- 
sents amalgamation the old weekly with the 
monthly Tuberculosis Control Issue, the monthly 
Journal Venereal Disease Information and the 
monthly Communicable Disease Center Bulletin. In- 
dexes will published December each year. 

The administration and editorial direction re- 
tained the Office the Surgeon General under the 
Division Public Health Methods. continues 
technical and professional journal reflecting the 
interests and activities the Public Health Service 
but the new editorial policy somewhat broader and 
encompasses the whole public health practice and 
medical care. Dr. George Uhl, Los Angeles City Health 
Officer, has been appointed the 12-man editorial 
board. 

The circulation free copies the new monthly 
Public Health Reports will sharply restricted 
with the circulation the old weekly. The 
Health Service will attempt supply repre- 
sentative organizations health, welfare, and related 
fields before but individuals, with few exceptions, 
will have pay for subscriptions from the Superin- 
tendent Documents, Government Printing 
Office, Washington 25, C., annual rate $4.25, 
and $5, foreign. 


“Cure Promoters Arrested 


Thirteen months investigation preceded court 
session which brought three years’ probation for two 
men found guilty conspiracy violate advertising 
provisions the Health and Safety Code. 

Claude Zappone and James Akers were appre- 
hended when they tried sell apparatus called 
for $10,000 under surveillance de- 
partment investigators and deputies from the San 
Diego Sheriff’s Office. The Radiumator was repre- 
sented producing radioactive water which could 
cure heart disease, high blood pressure, kidney disease 
and other ailments. The conglomeration glass tub- 
ing and metal was said contain $6,000 worth 
radium—a claim which the investigators found 
excessive about $5,998.30.
